No species of writing has probably, been so much 
censured as novels. In this letter I intend brietly to 
wnvestigate the subject, apd see how far this appears 
to hawe had its foundation intruth and how far it lias 
been made, without regard to justice or to reason. 

The opposers and admirers of these books, have 
either wholly condemned or wholly approved them 
without qualification, not considering among books of 
all discriptions, we find many that are discerv ing neith- 
er of praise or censure, others which cannot be read 
with safety, and some highly amusing and instructive. 

This I conceive to be the case with novels, so that to 
reprove or reject them wholly, as the bigotted opinions 
of their friends or enemies may dictate, discovers par- 
tiality or a want of candor.
